Through its Vree Öusing to 
Prisons Program, the OCLC's 
Legal Aid and Educational Pro¬ 
gram maintains regular contact 
with inmotes in state prisons. 
Families and friend$ of the 
prisoners ütilize the Tree trans- 
poriatson services of the Rusing 
Program to visit their inearcer- 
aled loved ones, As a result, the 
all volunieer stafff of the Legat Aid 
Program — largely comprised of 
law students at the University of 
Ciilifornia - Berkeley as well as 
comirmnity people —is kept up- 
to-dnte on Lhe needs of the 
prisoners, 

^everal months ago. letters 
Were seiU Uj inUlateS and prison 

administrationa throughnut tbc 
state informing them of the 
services of the Free Prison 
Gommissary Program, Inmates 
were asked tu send required 
prison aulhorization slips, thal 
would allow them to receive the 
items they reque^Lecl. 

Under California law, prisoners 
are on ly allo wed to receive 
puckages on their birthdays and 
ut Christmas. The kinds üf items 
they can receive. their quamity 
and weight are also strictly 
regnltited and vnry frnm prison to 
prison. Por exomple, inmates at 
Soledad Prison cannot receive 
Products wrapped in paper. None 
of the state prisons ulluw inmates 
tu receive nerosol cans. 

Al tast week's press conference 
which was co-sponsored by the 
Teen Club of the ÖCLC, a number 
yf vc.»|unieers of the Legal Aid 


Program were on hnd for a 
package wrapping session. De¬ 
cember 31 was the deadline for 
packages to be sent to men s 
prisons 

The Legal Aid Program sta ff 
secured the commissary items 
and money used to purchdse 
them. Many of the items were 
donüted b y several lo c al busi- 
nesses. Lu i la Hudson , cnordinutor 
of the Program, had special 
praise for the Body Shop of 
Berkeley for its centribution of 
numerous ceiscs of bath prodnets, 

The Legat Aid Program is now 
in the process of securing items 
for packages to he sent to inmates 
at California Institution for Woiu- 
en in Frontera, w r here the dead¬ 
line for ree ei ving packages is 
Januavy In. The wonnen are 
êllowed to h ei vp Mtich items as 
robes, nightgowns, house slip¬ 
pers. eye make-up, lipstick, cos- 
tume jewelry and coffee cups unirl

The Army said that Serratia 
ma ree stens was usetf in the 
uxperiments because al the time.

however, ihe baeterinm. has been 
krtown to cause infections m 
sensitive pcople. partieularly 
Lhose whose resistance has been 
lowered by drugs designed to 
sunpress immune reartions alter 
organ transplants. 

The first Bay Area lest oc- 
riirred on September, '2G, 1950, 
The Army released Serratia 
marcescens bacteria into the air 
lo Sèe whether winds in the Bay 
Area would carry the germs into 
San Francisco.

The bacterie were grown in a 
building Icnsed by the Army that 
was nest door to the Naval 
Biological Laboratory in Oakland.

In any trial 
the borden of prooi lies with the 
pro sec ut ion to establish bevond 
reasonablé doubt the evidence of 
guilL .lensen had not achieved 
this, Mnny of his accusalions 
wcre made thrmigh impliratinn 
and innuendo, not facts, Despite 
his single-mmded determination 
to place me at the scène with a 
gun in my hand, a lot of his 
evidence had backfired in wayshe 
had nol aiitkipated. In addition to 
weaknesses in the testimony of 
both Grier and Hennes — and the 
foct that their two storiea did not 
jibe at crudal points - there 
wert a number of serieus flaws 
and omissions in the proseeutor’s

LOC AI ION OF CASENCS 
Jonsen never dealt setisfactori-

l'ÜEJCE TAPpS 

Theo. loo, my lawyers found 
the police tapes from that mom- 
iiig very mystifying. They carefub 
ly went over the transcript of öll 
the police conversations thai w r ere 
récorded between the police cars 
at the scene and Radio Dispatch 
in the police administraLion build¬ 
ing. The tapés began with a 
request from Officer Frey just 
aftcr he had stopped me shortly 
before 5:00 a.m. Thé request was 
foT informaliou ubout me and the 
carl w p as driving. They coniinued 
through al! Ihe Communications 
that tuok place uflt-r ütber pulice 
cars arrived at the acene fotlow- 
jng the shooting, In analyzing the 
messages that passed bet ween 
Kndio Dispatch ond Ihe patrol car 
radios, my lawyers fnund indit n- 
tions Ihoi the police dispateher in 
the adnünistration building was 
sending om Information to other 
police in the Oükland area that 
was nol being radioed in by the 
police at the scene, This sug 
gested that either lbo tapes were 
tamp er ed with or that w-ilivesses 
were phonuig in accounts of the 

shooting and giving descriptinns 
that the police at the scene did 
nothave,
